Exceptions to Bate Increase. 

The railroads are permitted to increase 
their freight charges 5 per cent except 
on lake and rail traffic and coal, coke, 
iron ore, and certain other traffic on 
which the commission heretofore has 
fixéd rates adjudicated ‘“ reasonable.” 

As the increase applies to about 40 
per cent of the gross tonnage it is con- 
pervatively estimated that the eastern 
carriers will realize additional annual | 
profits approximating $30,000,000. Some 
railroad officials, however, predict that 
the increase eventually will yield the 
full additional $50,000,000 desired by the 
cerriers to rehabilitate their finances and 
to meet maturing obligations. 

Will Help Rail Financing. 

The commission aliowed the advance 
in rates primarily to enable the rail- 
roads to weather the financial and in- 


dustrial disturbances produced by the 


European war, and secondarily because 
the latest reports of the carriers show 
@ much more serious diminution of 
net revenue than appeared when the 


. blanket 5 per cent increase wag denied 


on July 29. : 

It now is expected that the commission 
will allow the western roads to ad- 
vance their rates 5 percent. Increased 
tariffs on the greater part of their traf- 
fic already have been filed by the west~- 
ern roads, but have been suspended by 
the commission pending investigation.

BERLIN, Dec. 18.—The official news 
bureau of the German ministry of war 
made public the following statement 
today: ' 

“ Although the dedamantiins report is 
chary of details, there is general expec- 
tation that the Russian defeat will provo 
to have been complete. That Field Mar- 
shal von Hindenberg will follow up his 
advantage to the full extent fnay confi- 
‘dently be expected. 

“From details already available it 
seems safe to say that the victory has 
freed Germany for a long period from 
any possible menace of invasion from 
the east. 

“The Austrians appear to have done 
their work quite as thoroughly.

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PARIS, Dec. 18.—The ministry of me- 
rine announced today that the British 
auxiliary cruiser Empress of Japan had 
captured the collier Exford, having on 
board three officers and forty men from 
the German cruiser Emden, sunk Nov. 10 
by the Australian cruiser Sydney. 

These are the forty men who escaped 
to Cocos island and subsequently sailed 
away in a commandeered schooner. 

A dispatch from Manila two days ago 
said the men later captured a collier, on 
which they mounted two maxim guns, 
evidently brought with them from the 
Emden, and began raiding commerce in 
the Pacific. 

A Tokio dispatch today confirmed the 
announcement of the ministry of marine. 
An Amsterdam dispatch to Reuter’s 
gives the text of a German official state- 
ment which claims that two of the Brit- 
ish destroyers which attacked the Ger- 
man raiding squadron off the British coast 
were sunk. 

The admiralty, however, has issued a 
statement denying that any Britieh war- 
ships were lost during the raid. 

That the British destroyer Hardy was 
among the warships which engaged the 
German squadron after the raid was dis- 
cloéed by an admiralty casualty lst issued 
tonight. The list shows that two men 
were killed and fifteen“were wounded 
aboard the Hardy.

George F. Wedber thn returned ta Cals 
cago yesterday after four months in the 
western war sone, told a TRIBUNE re- 
porter of his experiences. 

“My most interesting experience was 
being within a few miles of Amwerp dur- 
ing the bombardment, and returning there 
as s00n as I was able to get the neces- 
sary passes and papers from the Ger- 
man legation in Holland. 

“I was bearing dispatches to the Amer- 


tion with Antwerp was entirely broken 
and had no serious difficulties in enter- 
ing the city. 

“Later I joined the American volun- 
teer ambulance corps, organized by Rich- 
ard Norton, a Harvard graduate, the am- 
bulances of which are manned by Amer- 
icans, mostly Yale, Harvard, and Prince- 
ton gtacuates.

Get Close to the Fighting. 

“We were visiting various hospitals 
and at ‘certain points found ourselves 
close to the fighting.

We were stopped en- 
tering and leaving every little town, and 
at any important points by sentries, who 
examined our passes most closely. It 
is impossible to motor anywhere in France 
without having the proper passes. It is 
even impossible to buy ea railroad ticket 
without papers giving the necessary au- 
thority. 

“Just before leaving London I was 
fortunate in seeing a number of English 
officers who had been through the worst 
of the fighting from the very beginning 
and were aome on seventy-two hours’ 
leave. The English are in the trenches for 
seventy-two hour shifts, and then seven- 
ty-two hours in the rear in billets, always 
likely to be called on for emergency 
work and generally in the firing zone.”’ 


English Ordered to Stay in Trenches 
“The English orders are never to leave 


eek retreat from their trenches, re- 
orgenize, and, charging back, retake 
them. The difference is not one of cour- 
age but of tactics, founded on the differ- 
ent temperaments... 

“*The Germans,” said these officers, 
“are always attacking us, sometimes four 
or five attacks in a night, and each attack 
with fresh troops. They never leave us 
alone for a minute.’

When Offi- 
cers Sampson and Humph, who were with 
me, and I saw them go in we went up and 
seized the lookout.’ Then we went up- 
stairs. P Sf 

When we came down there was a mob 
outside. I told Sampson and Humph to 
go on ahead and I would jointhem. They 
knew we were going to the Gilmore place 
next. Then I went back upstairs and toid 
Amort and Merrill not to go downstairs 
until the wagon arrived, as there might 
be trouble. I told them to place the pris- 
oners, five in number, in the wagon and 
then to join me over where the machine 
was weiting in Calumet avenue. 


Began Throwing Bricks. 

Then I slipped out of a side door In the 
alley and went on up to Twenty-first 
street. A man of about my sizé saw me 
come out and slipped in the side door, 
He came out later with Amort and Mer- 
rill and the crowd apparently mistook 
him for me, believing | was still in the 
pbuilding. Then they began throwing 

The shooting occurred after I had raid- 
ed the Gilmore place. It took place just 
as we were coming out with the prisoners. 
It was said that I was in the district and 
left and then came back. I hadn't been 
out of the district since I arrived, and 
Maj. Funkhouser knew it. If he hadn't 
sent a second squed down there while my 
men were still working there probably 
wouldn’t have been any shooting.

Maj. Funkhouser inetructing me to keep 
out of the levee district.

May Help Chicago Shippers. 

A promise of relief of the Chicago pack- 
ers and grain shippers from the alleged 
extortionate rates which the eastern 
raitroads recently filed is contained in 
this paragraph of the decision: 

“In some instances, and in part be- 
cause of the pendency of this proceeding, 
we have recently suspended proposed in- 
creased rates in this territory. Carriers 
may, if they so elect, now cancel such 
tariffs so suspended and file in lieu there- 
of tariffs which conform to the limita- 
tions above specified. If that is done such 
suspensions will be vacated.’’ 

Rail Men See Better Times. 

The general sentiment among railroad 
men, both in Chicago and in the east, 


' was that better times were in prospect as 


@ result of the increased rate. Some of 
them were modified in their enthusiasm, 
but for the most part the spirit was one 
of optimism. 
Bankers, manufacturers, financiers, 
railway supply men, merchants, hotel 
keepers, and steel men were clearly en- 


All predicted a general revival in all 
lines of business following the return 
‘of the nation’s heaviest W@iyers and 
largest employers to the markets for 
steel, €onstruction material, ties, passen- 
epr cars, freight equipment, sleeping 
cars, and the reémployment of thousands 
of workmen to carry out gigantic plans 


for the future. 

Interviews were obtained by THE 
TRIBUNE from men representing various 
lines of businéss in Chicago and elise- 
where, as follows: 


- RAILROADS. 


A. H. SMITH, president of New York 
Central lines—To the extent that the in- 
crease has been granted it will help the 
railroad situation. It should also pro- 
mote general public. confidence for the 
future. The commission has recognized 
not only the needs of the railroads but 
the effect upon the railroads of the pres- 

ent peculiar conditions. The increase 
granted will not solve the transportation 
problems of the day, but we are thankful 
for the help given and will endeavor to 
make the best possible use of it. 

Cc. H. MARKHAM, president Hlinois 
Central—The moral effect of the increase 
will be far-reaching. It indicates a bet- 
ter understanding between the public 
and the railroads and proves that the 
people realize the need of giving more ; 
revenue to the railroads. Railroads will 
feel they. have had a square deal from 
the interstate commerce commission, 
The mor&l effect will be more widespread! 
than the actual increase in revenue will 
amount to in dollars and cents. Money 
will be easier and railroads will begin 
_improvements long contemplated but 
held up during the long period of uncer- 
tainty. 

Will Affect All Railroads. 
H, U. MUDGE, president of the Chica- 
go, Rock Island and Pacific—Every busi- 
- hess man in the country must feel 
cheered by the decision. Whilc the west- 
ern railroads are. not directly interested 


in the case, the decision is bound to af- | 


fect them. The granting of the increase 
will start the railroads to buying equip- 
ment, construction contracts will be 
taken up again, and’ the railroads will 
take on bigger forces. Business will be 
stimulated by the increase, and that 
means more traffic for the railroads and 
more traffic means the railways must 

' Aire more men and buy more cars. That 
is prosperity. 

HARRY KURRIE, president of the 
Monon—The railroads will be freer in 
their buying, as the decision will not only 
increase their revenues, but will sustain 
their credit. Investors can be satisfied 
the interstate commerce commission is 
Willing to be convinced where there is 
real trouble. The commission gave the 
business interests of the country cause 
for a “‘ merry Christmas.” 


Ruling Based on Fairness 
W. A. GARDNER, president of the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern—Having full con- 
fidence in the honest intent of the com- 
mission, I am sure the ruling is based on 
‘fairness. Granting increases to de 
western roads depends upon whether we 
can present equal justification and neces- 
sity. I believe we can. 
A. M. OYER, vice president of 
_ the Pennsylvamia—The increase shows 
some appreciation of railroad condi- 
tions and necessities. As reported to 
me, the increase is not granted on heav- 


jer commodities, which form a large per = 


cent of the traffic on a‘ number of the 
eastern roads. Insofar as this is the 
case it is disappointing, and the ralil- 
roads will not secure the full measure of 
prosperity hoped for. The increase 
granted will, of course, nelp the rail- 
roads, and railroad prosperity and gen- 
eral prosperity are so united that what 
helps one cannot but help the other. . 

C. G. BURNHAM, vice president of the 
Burlington—Business will get a big boost. 

'W. B. STORBY, vice president of the 
Santa Fé—The immediate effect will be to 
stimulate general business, in which case 
the railroads will start buying at once.

“While we differ as to 
portance to be attached to the various, 
considerations presented, we agree in the | 
conclusion that by virtue of the confitions 
obtaining at present it is necessary that 
the carriers’ revenues be supplemented 
by increases throughout the oMicia! clas- 
sification territory.. 

“Whatever the consequences. of the 
war may prove to be, we must recognize 
the fact that it exists, the fact that it ie 
a calamity without precedent, and the 
fact that by it the commerce of the world 
has been disarranged and thrown. into 
confusion. The means of transportation 
are fundamenta) and indispensable agen- 
cies in our industrial life, and for the com- 
mon weal should be kept abreast of pub- 
lic requirements. 

“Tt is expected that the constructive 
work suggested In the original report for 
the purpose of conserving and augment- 
ing the net revenues of the carriers gen- 
erally will be carried forward without in- 
terruption. 

"Carriers will be required to keep an 
account of the additions to their revenues 
from increases in rates subsequent to 
July 29, 1914, and from new charges, and 
to report separately thereon to the com- 
mission at the end of twelve and twenty- 
four months, respectively.” 


Exceptions to Rate Increases. 
The exceptions from the proposed in- 
crease of rates are stated in the decision 
as follows: 

“1. Ratl-lake-and-rail, | lake-énii-rail, 
and rail-and-lake rates. It is shown on 
the record that since the rail carriers ac- 
auired ownership and control of the lake 
lines successive increases have been made 
in the rates via lake tending to lessen tho 
differences between them and the ail rail 
trates.  -—— 

“2: Rates on bituminous coal and coke. 
Not long since these rates were investi- 
gated and maximum rates were pre- 
scribed by the commission. The key rates 
upon bituminous coal, the rate from 
the Pittsburgh district to Youngstown, 
and the rate on lake cargo coal to Ashta- 
bula, have been fixed in the light of the 
various factors which enter into the 
transportation of such coal.

' Increase on Building Material. 

After stating the exceptions, the de- 
cision proceeds: 

“In. our ‘original report we declined, 
for reasons there stated, to allow in- 
creased rates in Central Freight associa- 
tion territory on cement, starch, brick, 
tile, clay, and plasters. On further con- 
sideration in the light of the existing sit- 
uation these rates may be increased 
throughout official classification territory 
under the limitations herein set forth. 

“ Joint rates between official clazsifica- 
tion territory onthe one hand and south- 
eastern territory, the southwest and 
points on or east of the Missouri river, on 
the other, may be increased not to ex- 
ceed 5 per cent of the division of the rate 
accruing to the carriers in official clasai- 
fication territéry. 

Interstate rates to and from New 
England from and to points in trunk line 
or Central Freight association territory, 
where necessary to preserve established 
relationghips between points or ports in 
New England and points or ports in trunk 
line territory, may be increased not to ex- 
ceed 5 per cent. 

‘‘ Subject to the maintenance of the es- 
tablished Atlantic port differentials, rates 
to and from New York may be increased. 
not to exceed 5 per cent, and rates to and 
from Portland, Boston, Philadelphia, and 
Baltimore may be increased to the extent 
necessary to maintain said differentials. 


Limit Imposed on Increases. 

‘*Except as otherwise above specified, 
rates in official classification territory 
may be increased by not more than 5 per 
cent; but rates increased since July 29, 
1914, may not now be again increased so 
as to exceed those then in effect by an 
aggregate of more than 5 per cent of the 
intraterritorial rate, or of the portion or 
division of the interterritorial rate ac- 
cruing to the road or roads in official 
classification territory, as the case may 
be. 

“Tf fractions in excess of one-half a 
mill are rounded upward, fractions less 
than one-half a mill are to be discarded.” 

The formal order issued by the commis- 
sion follows: 


“It is ordered that respondents herein 


be, and they are , authorized to 
estes cal hate tated aon ton aati 
notice to the interstate commerce com- 
mission and to the general public in the 
manner prescribed in section 6 of the act 
to regulate commerce, schedules of rates 
which do not exceed the limits or trans- 


grees the limitations stated and pre 


scribed in said report. 

“It is further ordered that the permis- 
sion hereby granted does not waive eny 
of the requirements of the commission's 
published rules relative to the construc- 
tion and filing of tariff publications, nor 
any of the provisions of the act to regu- 
late commerce, as amended, except as to 
the notice to be given.” 

Reasons Underlying Decision. | 

Summarizing the basis of its decision, 
the majority report of the commission 
said: 

“The ‘facts disclosed and occurrences 
originating’ subsequent to May 29, 1914, 
as presented at the further hearing may 
be summarized under three heads—frst, 
completed returns for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 80, 1914, and returns for succeed- 
ing months; second, the war in Hurope, 
and third, results of the original order. 

*“ For the fiscal year just ended the net 
operating revenues as shown by the car- 
riers are lower than was. estimated or 
anticipated when the original report was 
issued. Not since 1908 have the net op- 
erating revenues of the carriers been #0 
low as in the fiscal year ending June 
last. In 1908, moreover, the property in- 
vestment account of the carriers was 
$1,309,000,000 less than in this last fiscal 
year. The surplus for 1908, after deduct- 
ing $102,000,000 paid in dividends, was 
$47,000,000, whereas for the last fiscal 
year the dividends paid, amounting to 
$118,000,000, drew on the accrued surplus 
to the extent of $8,200,000. 


Present Revenues Unduly Low. 


“From whatever comparative stand- 
point viewed the net operating revenues 
of the last fiscal year must be regarded 
as unduly low. Operating costs and op- 
‘erating revenues fail to show the ten- 
dency to such concomitant variation as 
should prevail in the transportation in- 
dustry. The property investment ac- 
counts as now standing on the books of 
the carriers ‘cannot be accepted as ac- 
wurately representing the fair value of 
their property devoted to serving the 
public. 

_“ While there hag been recently an en- 


larged diel iallivies for siinbahbiideoh of 
equipment, it is clear that it hae not been 
sufficient to restrict to proper limits the 
number of care and locomotives needing 
repairs. We cannot view with favor any 
attempt to obtain an increase in net reve- 
nue through unduly restricted expendi- 
tures upon maintepance. 

“The conflict in Burope will doubtless 
create an unusual @emand upon the 
world’s loan fund of free capital and may 
be expected to check the flow of foreign 
investnient funds to American railroads. 
It appears that our railroads represent 
the bulk of European Anvestanent ts thie 
country. . 


_Oltes in Interest Rates. 

“The rate of interest—the hire of capi- 
tah—~hes risen during the last decade, and 
may rise still further. It is computed 
that in the years 1015, 1016, and 1017 the 
earriers in official classification territory 
must arrange for the payment or refund- 
ing of securities aggregating over $500,- 
000,000. 

“ True, ghe representations of the car- 
riers in the 1910 cases that without the in- 
creases then sought their crédit must to- 
tally vanieh proved strangely at variance 
with their subsequent experience im the 
borrowing of many hundreds of millions. 
But we do not doubt that the financial 
problems of the carriers have been made 
much more acute by reason of the war, 
and if we are to set rates that will afford 
reasonable remuneration to these carriers 
we must give consideration to the in- 
creased hire of capital as wel las to other 
increased costs." 


Harlan and Cléments Dissent. 

Chairman Harlan and Commissioner 
Clements gave dissenting opinions. Mr.

In the brief period between the opening 
and the publication of a summary of the 
decision, prices crumbled two to three 
points and were four to six pointe under 
the high level reached on Tuesday, when 
open trading in the entire list was rete 
tablished. 

Some shares were within a few points of 
the minimum prices and seasoned issues 
were declining for lack of support. What 
made the "ovement more noteworthy 
was the fi ~: that it took very little stock 
to effect the declines. The average trans- 
action was in 100 and 200 shares, with 
loases between sales extending to one- 
half point or more.

The Democrats interested in reversing an election 
reply that they have a precedent in the case of a cab- 
vassing board under Deneen rejecting a certificate 
of election. As we recall that case, a certificate had 
been issued in the most absurd defiance of.the ballots 
in the election, but, even so, the court held that the 
certificate should have prevailed until a proper re- 
viewing body, which -was not the state canvassing 
board, had ascertained the facts. 

A consequentia] reversal of certified elections is 
proposed by the state board in defiance of the opin- 
ion of the Democratic attorney general and in de- 
fiance of the decision of the Supreme court.

Beef cattle at Chicago yesterday sold 
at previéus low prices, while hogs, sheep, 
and lambs sustained further losses in 
values.

Receipts of 20,000 head cleared | 
slowly at the decline, with the best lambs 
at $8.00@8.65. Western yearlings sold at 
$7.00 and ewes at $5.50 and lower.
